David DeLucia wins Bronze Star 


THE BRONZE STAR: WITH ‘V’ DEVICE was awarded, on March 
4th to David DeLucia, Sp4, son of Mr and Mrs Joseph DeLucta, of 
Beech Street. De Lucia is aSpecialist Four, serving with Company E, 
1st Battalion (Airborne) of the 502nd Infantry, in Vietnam, 


source of hostile fire, and began 
crawling toward it until he reached 
a point, with the last cover, about 
30 meters (100 feet) short of the 
enemy bunker, With complete dis- 
regard for his own safety, he then 
jumped up and rushed the enemy 
position, killing the occupants with 
small arms fire. 

The US Army, in its citation, 
‘said that he contributed immeas- 
urably to the success of the mis- 
sion, which resulted in two enemy 
killed, one enemy captured, four 
weapons captuered, and no friendly 
casulaties, Specialist DeLucia’s 
personal bravery and devotion to 
duty were in keeping with the high- 
est traditions of the military ser- 
vice, and reflect great credit upon 


himself, his unit, and the United 


distinguished | 
self, in combat with the Vietcong. 

A few nights ago nine moon- 
lighting Viet Cong and two sam- 
pans filled with supplies were 
destroyed, when David and fellow 
paratroopers sprang a night am- 
bush, along the Song Bo river, 
near Hue, ? 

David is a specialist four, and 
was working with a reconnaissance 
company from Company E, First 

of the 502nd Airborne 
Infantry, which was waiting in an 
ambush on top of a small hill over- 
looking the river, 

David radioed to the Platoon 
Sergeant that he could hear voices 
from across the river, 50 meters 
up river, 

He was watching through aStar- 
lite Scope, but there was a bend 
in the river, He watched that bend 
for about 10 minues, and then he 
saw the first sampan shoot around, 
and pull up at the opposite bank, 

For more than an hour the para- 
troopers waited for that sampan 
to move into the ambush zone. The 
Lieutenant, John S Carlson, of 
Eugene, Oregon, felth that there 
were more than one sampan,
